medical  Officer's  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December ,1972 


To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  for  your  consideration  rny  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Longdendale  for  the  year  1972. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  show  an  increase  in  the  estimated 
population  figure  of  500  -  from  10,370  in  1971  to  10,870.  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  total  numbet  of  births  of  29  to  158.  representing  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  15*2  -  slightly  higher  than  that  of  England  and 
.ales  as  \hole  and  a  remarkable  increase  on  the  1971  rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  twelve  months 
was  three  compared  with  five  in  1971*  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
ci  deaths  giving  a  higher  adjusted  rate  than  in  1971*  The  increase  was  in 
w  e  main  due  to  more  deaths  from  cancer,  ischaemic  heart  disease  and 
cerebrovascular  accident.  Notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  not 
particularly  prevalent,  the  main  offender  being  measles  of  which  twelve 
patients  were  reported.  It  would,  therefore,  seem  prudent  to  acknowledge 
a  good  year  healthwise  for  the  population  of  Longdendale,  certainly 
there  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infection  to  report,  the  birth  rate  v/as 
healthy  and  the  population  numbers  increased. 

This  is  certainly  a  happy  note  on  which  to  conclude  the  last 
annual  report  of  your  Iedical  Officer  of  Health.  With  reorganisation 
taring  place  this  office  will  cease  to  exist  on  march  31st  next  year  when 
you,  as  an  Urban  District,  become  absorbed  into  the  greater  area  of 
Tameside.  However,  cover  will  be  provided  by  the  Tameside  Area  Health 
Board  through  a  new  being  called  the  "Proper  Officer"  and  one  hopes  the 
good  relationship  that  has  a.lways  existed  between  the  M.O.H.  and  the 
C.P.H.I.  will  be  perpetuated  between  him  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
Department  of  Tameside. 

Hay  I,  in  conclusion,  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help.  Hay  I  also 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  invaluable  help  and  loyalty  I  have  received 
this  year,  as  in  previous  years,  from  Hr.  Skirrow  and  the  staff  for  their 
willing  co-operation.

There  were  158  live  birth3  during  1972.  Of  these,  82  were 

males  and  76  females. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  14.5  per  1,000  compared  with  12.4 
per  thousand  in  1971.  When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with 
other  areas  the  birth  rate  was  15.2  per  1,000  compared  with  14*8 
for  England  and  V/ales. 


The  number  of  deaths  during  1972  was  108.  Of  these,  48  were 
males  and  60  females.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  9.9  per  thousand 
compared  with  9.1  per  thousand  for  1971.  When  adjusted  for  comparative 
-purposes  with  other  areas,  the  Death  Rate  was  15.4,  the  figure  for 
England  and  Vales  during  1972  being  12.1.  The  causes  of  death  were  as 
shown  in  the  table  on  pages  5  &  4*

Despite  the  extra  time  and  work  involved  in  meetings  and  preparations  in 
connection  with  local  government  re-organisation,  the  functions  of  the  Department 
were  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level,  and  for  this  fact  I  must  acknowledge  the 
willing  efforts  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Marshall,  additional  Health  Inspector  who  took  up 
his  appointment  with  the  Council  in  February  1972,  and  also  of  Mr.  N.  W.  Shaw 
the  clerk  in  the  department. 

Action  listed  under  Housing  shows  progress  made  in  Hollingworth  on  the 
Market  Street/Moorfield  Terrace  Clearance  Area  and  the  confirmation  of  the 
Market  Street/Printers  Fold  Compulsory  Purchase  Area,  which  opens  the  way  for 
new  developments  of  shops  and  houses  respectively. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  for 
support,  to  Dr.  Holme,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  colleagues  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance.

During  the  year  the  Longdendale  Urban  District  Council  No.  1  (Hattersley) 
Smoke  Control  Order  1972  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  confirmation  had  not  been  received,.  The  area  contains 
1698  premises  of  which  1688  are  dwelling  houses  and  covers  approximately  250 
acres. 

The  volumetric  instrument  sited  at  the  Council  Offices  was  again  operated 
throughout  the  year  and  the  following  figures  are  average  readings  taken  from 
this  instrument.

Water  Supply 

All  mains  supply  within  the  District  is  by  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks 
and  is  subject  to  filtration  and  chlorination.  Details  have  been  given  in  previous 
years'  reports.  Included  in  the  supervision  is  weekly  sampling  by  the  Waterworks 
Department  itself. 

Eleven  samples  of  mains  supply  vjpere  additionally  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  this  Authority.  Of  these  9  were  reported  as  being  completely 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  2  results  were  reported  as  follows

These  results  were  passed  to  the  Chief  Chemist's  Department  of  Manchester 
Corporation  Waterworks  and  repeat  samples  taken  by  them  were  reported  as  completely 
satisfactory. 


A  complaint  of  excessive  chlorine  taste  in  mains  water  from  a  dwelling  in  the 
district  was  investigated  by  this  department  but  showed  little  excess  at  the  time 
of  the  visit.  This  was  also  reported  to  the  Chief  Chemist's  Department  for  their 
attention.

The  service  provides  for  weekly  collection  in  all  but  the  isolated  parts  of 
the  district  where  collections  are  made  fortnightly.  In  June  1972  disposal  of 
refuse  commenced  at  the  new  Vickers  Seerdrum  Pulverisation  Plant  built  by  Glossop 
Corporation  at  Melandra  Glossop.

The  major  difficulty  in  the  adminstration  of  the  Act  was  that  of  tracing 

owners  and/or  persons  responsible  for  abandoned  vehicles. 


The  Council  undertakes  the  removal  free  of  charge  of  any  exceptional  or 
bulky  items  of  household  refuse  such  as  discarded  furniture  providing  notification 
is  given,  626  collections  being  made  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  482  in  the 
previous  year.  This  represents  a  considerable  expenditure  but  is  very  worthwhile 
in  minimising  otherwise  unsightly  dumping  within  the  district. 


Rodent  Control 

Free  treatment  is  given  against  rodent  infestation.  During  the  year  this 
service  was  carried  out  by  this  Authority's  rodent  operatives. 

112  premises  were  treated  for  investigation  and  106  premises  were  inspected 
in  connection  with  rodent  cohtrol. 

A  pre-bait  with  sausage  rusk  was  carried  out  on  the  sewerage  system  in 
Hollingworth,  followed  by  a  treatment  with  fluoroacetamide  at  the  few  manholes 
showing  takes  together  with  associated  manholes •  The  remainder  of  the  district's 
sewers  were  treated  with  fluoroacetemide;  the  number  of  manholes  at  which  there 
were  any  takes  was  relatively  small  with  follow  up  treatment  being  carried  out.

Regular  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  throughout  the  district  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  improvements  were  obtained. 

Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  11  food 
premises  and  2  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  delivery  vehicles. 

Two  complaints  of  unsound  food  were  received.  The  first  was  of  a  mouldy 
loaf  supplied  by  a  firm  on  door  to  door  delivery,  the  second  was  of  the  condition 
of  a  toffee  bar  purchased  in  the  district.  Both  complaints  were  referred  to  the 
County  Council  Weights  and  Measures  Department.  In  the  first  case  the  firm 
delivering  the  bread  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £20.00  plus  costs  of  £8.10,  in  the 
second  after  reference  to  the  Public  Analyst  it  was  considered  that  no  action 
could  be  taken.

Milk  Supply 

The  licensing  of  milk  suppliers  within  the  district  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council,  with  the  exception  of  producer  retailers  who  are 
licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  There  are  5  dairy 
herds  within  the  district  (of  which  one  is  accredited  under  the  Brucellosis 
accredited  herd  scheme)  from  which  approximately  164  gallons  of  untreated  milk 
are  retailed  daily. 

The  County  Council  undertakes  the  sampling  of  both  heat  treated  and  untreated 
milk  retailed  in  the  district,  information  on  these  results,  a  summary  of  which  is 
given  below,  being  made  available  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
